NEED SHADING 
TO KEEP HUES 


Delicately 
Colored 
Varieties 
Often Bleach Out Coder 
Too Much Sun.

The peony Is grow n in alm ost 


every garden, no m a tte r how sm all ; 
for it Is one of th e m ost showy per- ! 
ennlals and suited to so m any p ar- j 
noses. 
Peonies are effective massed 
in beds, or p lan ted singly or rn 
rroups in the perennial border or on 
he edge of a shrubbery planting. By 
olanting a collection of early, mid- 
season, and late 
varieties, 
pconv 
blooms may be enjoyed over a period 
of several weeks. 
T he different col­ 
ors and types lend variety to tho 
planting. 
The single Jap an ese peonies are 
if unusual beauty and are becoming 
increasingly popular. 
T he anthers 
and stam ens of these peonies have 
enlarged into tw isted petaloids to 
'o lm a dense cushion in the center 
if the bloom. T he true singles have 
conspicuous stam ens and are artistic 
as cut flowers. 
Peonies grow be;.st in a well d ra in ­ 
ed, sunny position, although they 
ilso will grow well in light shade, or 
chere shaded during a part of the 
lay.

I have heard and seen them there, so th a t when I am 
in a sim ilar place, their silent voices seem actual. 
It would have been thrilling to have seen the buffalo roam upon the 
western plains in the early days. 
But I have seen both buffalo and the 
plains so that I can vividly imagine much. 
And so, one night, as I 
stepped to the platform of the train in which I was riding across the 
western plains, I seemed to hear their tram ping feet and the roar of their 
march. Inanim ate voices coloring the very air. 
To me flowers have a language all their own. No wonder th a t phrase 
has become so popular: “Say it with flowers!” For nothing says so much 
in sc silent and beautiful a m anner as do flowers. To walk into a lovely 
garden is like walking into a great room of friends. 
Each seems to wel­ 
come one so cordially. 
Only the sick in soul fail to respond to the beauty of flowers and the 
thousands of inanim ate objects that make up this world. 
W hat a voice 
each has! 
Flowers talk with their fragrance; the mountains, the sea. the sky] 
the trees, the grass, the rocky coasts, these talk w ith their colors. 
We 
cannot see the wind but we hear its voice. 
“Quoth the Raven—Never
